Hiequelify 
him to serve as a juror in such case, if he shall, 
upon oath, state that he lieves he can fairly 
and impartially render a verdict therein, in ac- 
cordance with the law and the evidence, and the 
court shall be satisfied with the truth of such 
starement.”’ 

We do not think that the proviso is unconsti- 
tutional for the reason stated.

An answer to the latter statement is that 
there *‘ were challenged peremptorily eee 
jifty-two by the State.”’ (See quotation above. ) 
od: besides, the only question as to the com- 
petency of the men who sat as jurymenin 
the case is as to the twelfth; the detend- 
ants had, as to the eleven,  per- 
emptory challenges swhich they did not 
use. it follows, therefore, that the affidavit 
of Mr. Favor to the effect that Special Bailiff 
Ryce was summoning only such men as he 
thought would hang the defendants does not 
touch the competency of the eleven men who’ 
were accepted by the defendants. The

Gov. Altgeld attempts'to show by the hold- 
ing of the Supreme Courtin the case of The 
People vs. Coughlin, known as: the Cronin 
ease, that in the Spies case most of the 
jurors were incompetent because’ they 
were impartial, but the extracts quoted 
by him show that what is there said aprlies to 
two of the jurymeh who tried the case; 
reference is ‘made to the men 
who were peremptorily challenged and 
so did not sit im the case.: Therefore 
when the Governor applies to the eleven jurors 
the holding in the Crofiin case there is no 
analogy—the argument is fallacious. That 

e does apply it to the eleven is 
evidenced by his saying: ‘A _ careful 
comparison of the examination ’.of these 
two jurors (in the Cronin case) with that of 
many of the jurors in this case shows thata 
number of the jurors in the case. expressed 
themselves, if anything, more  strongly.’’ 
The Governor also says: 

It id true that this case was before the Supreme 
Court, and that court allowed the verdict to 
stand, and it is also true that in the opinion of 
the majority of the court in the Cronin case an 
effort is made to distinguish that case from 
this one, but it is evident that the court did not 
have the reeord of “this cése before it when it 
tried to make the distinction. and the opinion of 
the minority of the court in the Cronin case 
expressly refers to this case as being exactly like 
that one, so far as relates to the competency of 
the jurors. 

The latter part of this statement is incor- 
rect, for the minority opinion refers only to 
the examination of Sanford—one juror—and 
claims that he was properly admitted as 
a juror. .

Released Anarchists Spend Their Time in 
Receiving Words of Cheer. 

Oscar Neebe, Michael Schwab, and Samuel 
Fielden, the Anarchists who were released 
Monday by Gov, Altgeld, spent yesterday in 
receiving the congratulations of friends, It 
was at first intended to give them a public re- 
ception, but this was deferred. 

he longing for their release from imprison- 
ment had with some of their sympathizers de- 
velo into a sort of fervor, for the venera- 
ble Dr. Ernest Schmidt said on Greeting them: 
‘“* T have been near death several times recent-- 
ly and fondly hoped to be sparéd to see your 
liberation. Now death has fewer terrors for 
Iam ready to go, for you have seen lib- 
erty.” Gen. M. M. Trumbull, who, though in 
feeble health, called at Fielden’s house in 
vain, on meeting the ex-prisoners yontensey’ 
warmly embraced them, and said: ‘* Mine 
oxen have seen the glory of the coming of the 

ord.” 

Neebe and Fielden came down-town in the 
afternoon and held two informal receptions, 
one at the Arbeiter Zeitung office, the other at 
Greif’s Hall. At the newspaper office quite a 
number of women and children met and 

eted them. To the company of hAlf a hun- 
red friends who eagerly crowded around 
them they talked freely of their prison life, 
but declined to speak of the causes leading up 
to their liberation. 
West Lake street, a merry welcome 
awaited them. As they entered the place the 
Herwegh MAannerchor of Buffalo, which came

No set 
speeches were made and both Neebe and 
Fielden declined to talk of their pardon. 

Schwab did not come down town yesterday. 
His two children are very low with scarliet- 
fever, and he remained at home. Last night 
members.of the Socialistic MAnnerchor of 
Chicago, the set vege MAannerchor of Buffalo, 
the Social Sangerbund of Detroit, and the 
Social Sangerbund of Milwaukee ,went to 
Schwab’s home at No. 637 North Washtenaw 
avenue and serenaded him by singing German 
songs. He thanked themin a brief speech, 
but made no important allusion to the par- 
don, or the case in which he has figured so 
prominenfly. 

All through the night before last from 8 p. 
m., when they reached the city, until daylight 
yesterday, callers were rapping at the doors 
of the Anarchists’ houses. They were friends 
who had heard the news of their arrival at a 
late hour but could not wait until morning to 
see them. Atla.m.,a dozen friends stood 
about Oscar Neebe and listened to his tales of 
prison lite, while not less than a score of 
women of the neighborhood sat in the adjoin- 
ing room and drank in eagerly all his utter- 
ances. 

A Change of Sentiment, 

“The feeling toward wus has greatly 
changed,”’ he said, ‘‘As I came .rudgin 
along looking for this, my - brother’s Nha ty 
could not find the number. Three policemen 
stood on a corner. I asked them forit. In 
the conversation ensuing they inquired who I 
was. I said, ‘Oscar. Neebe.’ ‘The An- 
archist?’ they asked. I said ‘ Yes,’ and one of 
them reached out his hand, said, ‘ Put it 
there,’ and shook my hand fervently. The 
others did the same. They congratulated me 
on my release.” 

At2a.m. Fielden sat talking over the case 
with several callers. my | other things he 
said: “It wasa long wait. Time moves slow- 
ly in prison, But all’s well that ends well, 
though the road is often rough before the end 
is. reached.”’ :

MONEY BURNED AT AGOVERNMENT MINT 


Peculiar Accident in the Vaults at New 
Orleans, La. 

New Orveans, La., June 27:—[Special.]— 
In one of the vaults of the United States mint 
here about a million dollars in gold, silver, 
and greenbacks are stored. When the 
vault was opened today there Was 
an escape of gas from the 
room, An investigation showed that many of 
the packages in which money was stored were 
blatkened and aware burned. Within thé 
last few years electricity has been introduced 
as a means of illumination. One of the 
lamps bursted or burnt out and exploded, and 
the carbons fell to the floor, still ignited and 
continued burning for some time, causing 
considerable damage to the packages. The 
mint authorities say that the vault is a new 
one, was constructed under the supervision of 
the government architect, has a cement floor, 
is supposed to be fireproof. They hardly 
think that they cfin be held responsible. 

A pile of paper money consisting of about 
$20,000 in small bills was - considerably 
burned, The top bills are doubtless scorch 
so as to make them useless for circulatio 
but the Superintendent thinks that the de- 
nominations and numbers can be ized,, 
so that they can be replaced without loss to 
the government other than the loss of print- 
ing.

The case is in regard to elevator receipts is- 
sued to D. Thomson & Co. of Duluth and is 
the latest incident in the suits begun June 
7, when redeivers for. the Northern 
Pacific Elevator company and’ the 
Red River Valley SElevator company 
were obtained. Melvin J. Forbes was ap- 
pointed receiver of the Northern Pacific Ele- 
vator company, and soon after he applied to the 
United States Circuit Court for an injunction 
restraining the Van Dusen Harrington Co., 
A. D. Thomson & Co.,, the Union Improvement 
and Elevator company, the Lake Superior 
Elevator company, and Spencer, Moore & 
Co. from disposing of certain warehouse re- 
ceipts in any Way except turning them over 
to Receiver Forbes. In his petition Receiver 
Forbes ‘sets forth.that he was appointed re- 
ceiver in an dction in which David E. Lyman 
is complainant and the Northern Pacific Ele- 
vator company defendant. 

What the Petition Stated. 

The petition stated that A. D. Thomson of 
Duluth and Charles A. Pillsbury of Minne- 
apolis were copartners,doing business as com- 
mission men and grain brokers at Duluth 
under the firm name of A.

Many horses and dogs are taken 
there and killed, and their blood has so satu- 
rated the earth that a spadeful of the ground 
taken up is found to be heavy and discolored 
with blood. —

SLEEPY MARSHAL BAZAINE. 


Overpowering Somnolence of the Man Who 
Gave Metz to the Germans.

IAvely Scrimmage for the Possession of 
Goods Replevined by the Coroner.

‘* But there is a simpler and better method 
than that which can usually be applied. A 
needle connected with one pole of an electric 
battery is thrust gently down into the center 
of the excrescence. Then the current is 
turned on for a brief instant, heating {the 
needle white hot, and it destroys the root of 
the mole.. There is little pain involved, and 
it is all over in a moment. Moles, like warts, 
are abnormal developments of the skin. The 
root being destroyed the growth is atrophied 
and quickly disappears, never to return. 

** Sometimes you will see a molé, in an ad- 
vanced stage of development, which is at- 
tached to the skin only by a narrow neck. To 
dispose of it is the simplest matter in the 
world. Here is a little instrument which, as 
you will observe, consists of nothing more 
than a tube with a loop of tine platinum wire 
projecting from one end of it. The loop hav- 
ing been adjusted around the mole it isdrawn 
as tightas may be desired by turning this 


the tube has been connected with a battery. 
The current is turned on, the wire becomes 
white hot, and off comes the mole in a second. 

“The term ‘mole’ is likewise applied to 
discolored tches of skin. The most un- 
fig htly | of are what are called ‘moth 

tches,’ which are S coveted 7 rith hair, thickly 
sometimes. Such discolorations are pro-. 
duced by accumulations of the ordinary pig- 
ment ofthe skin. They can be removed by 
the application of lunar caustic, which breaks 
up the pigment cells and destroys the roots of 
the hairs at the same time. 

** One thing which persuades ignorant per- 
sons to reconcile themselves to such disfig- 
urements, instead of having them removed, is

FAVORITISM IN WATER RATES. 


Supt. Crossette Talks About the Town of 
Lake Packers and Their Contracts. 

W. E.. Crossette, Superintendent of the 
Water Office, said yesterday in relation to the 
charges of-favoritism in water rates, particu- 
larly among the packers: ‘I went yesterday 
to a meeting of the Council Fire and Water 
committee, who had been calling on the 
Council, through resolution, for some infor- 
mation regarding these water meter rates. I 
showed them that the rates were lower than 
the regular rates for the packing-houses and 
some six breweries, which get much lower 


rates than are given to the general public, the’ 


drdinary 8 and 10 cent rate.

THE AGRIOULTURAL OHIEF SPREADS 
A UNIQUE LUNOHEON, 


It Forms a Sort of a Composite Exhibit of 
Eatables in the Big Building and For- 
getful Directors Miss a Treat~Wonder- 
ful Things in the Forestry Building= 
Exhibits from the ‘North Carolina Es- 
tate of George Vanderbilt—Astonishing 
Plank from California, 

Chief Buchanan of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, including forestry and dairy, was host 
yesterday. In the same manner that Chiefs 
Allison and Peabody had coriducted the .Ex- 
position officials through the Manufactures 
and Liberak Arts Building last Saturday Chief 
Buchanan proposed to conduct the directors 
through the Agricultural and Forestry Build- 
ings yesterday.’ Indeed he had intended to 
do so Saturday, but postponed it uptil yester- 
day in order to avoid a conflict with the other 
affair. As it was to be presumed that the di- 
rectors would be more or less jaded after: 
walking all over these buildings, Chief Buch- 


-@nan planned to meet his company at the 


Forestry Building,so that the jaunt would end 
at the Agricultural Building, where a luncheon 
had been provided as the last feature, df the 
entertainment. 

This lunch was as unique as it was appetiz- 
ing, for the happy thought struck Mr. Buchan- 
an of making it a sort of composite exhibit, 
contributed by the different exhibiters of eat- 
ables in his department. It would be useless 
to attempt to enumerate the delicacies with 
which the table was loaded; but among them 
were soups, chicken salad, ham and several 
canned meats, pickles, fresh biscuit, butter, 
preserved strawberries, jellies, snow pudding 
whiskies, and cigars. The table was s read 
in the high gallery in the east end of the 
building, in front of the Chief’s office, from

which there is a magnificent bird’s-eye-view 
of the interior of the building and everything 
in it.

So, although 2 and 2;15 o’clock 
came and went, he sauntered contentedly 
through the building, talking of the exhibits.

There were with him, however, Col. Rice, 
Prof. B. E. Fernan,.Herr Richter; and Herr 
Jaffe of the German Commissida, Com- 
missioner Biuee of New South Wales, and 
Mr. Pierson, in charge of the British exhibit. 
It was said that Directors Chalmers, Peck, 
and Baker were somewhere in the building 
and would show up sometime latez, but they 
never did. 

Chief Buchanan was not at all vexed at the 
non-attendance of his guests, but rallied what 
company he found on d, and all of them 
together did what they could to keep the feast 
from being a failure. Then, like the man in 
the scripture, whose guests all excused them- 
selves, the chief sent out into the streets and 
alleys of the great buildings and invited 
enough of his friends to come in to enjoy and 
consume the repast. He-said that he could 
not imagine why the directors all staid away ; 
but if it worried him any he did not show it. 
Among those who accepted his invitation and 
stuid away were Directors Porter, Walker, 
Butler, Kirk, Snyder, Hutchinson, McNally, 
Peck, Washburn, Chalmers, Wheeler, Higin- 
botham, Welling, Stone, and Schwab. 

Chief Buchanan as a Guide, 


The walk of the reporter through the build. 
ings with Chief Buchanan was indescribably 
interesting. He had visited them a hundred 
times before, but with the chief as guide, it 
seemed that he had until then been blind. 
The chief conducted the reporter to the south 
end of the Forestry Building and called his 
attention to the wonderful display made by 
George Vanderbilt of the forestry of his great 
estate at Biltmore, N.C. Mr. Vanderbilt, he 
said, was the only rich man in the country 
who employed a forester and understood how 
to use the primitive forests without destroy- 
ing them. Near by he pointed out the great 
Jesup collection of all the woods in North 
America, consisting of the leavings of the 
original Jesup collection, which cost $100 
ig aim 4 
In another part of the building Chief Buch: 
anan pointed out the section of a tree. from 
California, the rings on which showed that it 
was 487 years old when Columbus discovered 
America, and, over it, the two longest bamboo 
poles in the world, from Japan, being six 
inches thick at the large end and seventy feet 
long. On the east side of the building he led 
the way to the large vestibule finished in yel- 
low pine, by an association of Southern lum- 
bermen, to show the utility of this wood as a 
hardwood finish. Then he called attention to 
the specific gravity of the woods on exhibition, 
saying that they were so heavy that not 25 
percent of them would float in water. ~ As he 
pointed out the shining varnished surfaces of 
these woods he mentioned the fact ‘that the 
were all finished and varnished by one varmiel 
company, gratuitously, ut a cost of $50,000. 

The chief seemed to have the knack of 
finding the wonderful things and led the way 
to a number of them that the reporter had 
mever noticed before. One was a redwood 
plank from California sixteen feet wide and 
the widest plank in the world. Others were 
immense masses of mahogany, and one of 
them a table with a top of polished teak 
wood 54¢ feet wide, 10 :feet long, and 8 
inches thick, absolutely without a flaw. He 
was proud of the fact that eighteen States 
had made separate exhibits of their woods 
and that among them was North Dakota, 
which had been supposed to have no wood at 


all. : 

Chief Buchanan’s walk and talk in the Ag- 
ricultural Building, though much shorter, 
were of the seame intensely interesting and 
instructive character.

ONE OF KRUPP’S COOLERS AT WORK. 
’ 


Guard Says He Is Going Into 
Consum piion, 

One of the greatest curios#ties in the Expo- 
sition is the atmospheric coglers in the Krupp 
pavilion. Asthe Krupp foundry in Essen is 
of necessity a pretty warm place, Dr. William 
Raydt invented a method of cooling the at- 
mosphere, which proved a great relief to the 
workmen. When, thereforé, the Krupp ex- 
hibit at the Exposition was ‘projected it was 
decided also to send Dr. Raydt along and have 
him erect in it two of his coolers. 

The plan is analagous to the heating of a 
room by steam. That is,a eoil of iron pipe 
is placed in the room to be eoeled, and brine, 
cooled down to abeut zero, is made. to circu- 
late through it instead of im, . The* brine 
is cooled by the process in making iee, 
except that condensed carbolic acid gas is used 
instead of condensed ammonia. As the cool- 
ing power of the coil is increased by its be- 
¢om coated with ice, it is piaced in a fount- 
ain, where the descending water-jet speedily 
becomes a frozen cascade. 

The Krupp pavilion is provided with two 
such fountains, one in the southwest and the 
other in the northeast corner of the large 
room. The basins are fourteen feet in diam- 
éter and elevated six feet above the floor. The 
gteam coil rises twelve feet high from the cen- 
ter of the basin, and the water jet issues from 
the top of it. The fountain in the southwest 
¢eorner of the room was operating, in an im- 
perfect manner, yesterday. The jet of water 
was fot paying, but a man was spraying the

There are so many marvelous and valuable 
exhibits at the Exposition that it is hazardous 
to say of any one of them that it is the most 
inyportant. But every one who sees the “ Gas- 
tester and Inspector’s Instrument” in the 
center of the east gallery of the Mines and 
Mining Building feels inc’\ned to call it one 
of the mostimportant and vahiable exhibits 
on the grounds. ;

This is the foundation principle of the ma- 
chine.

This machinery is on a small scale, the larger 
cylinder holding about a quart and the 
smaller one about a pint. The levers are about 
two feet long. : 

By this power to mix different gases in any 
te whatever and todo it in an in- 
credibly short space of time this machine 
performs all of its: wonderful - feats. It will 
mix illuminating gas with air gradually until 
it determines exactly the percentage at which 
burns and the percentage at which 
explodes. It .will then take an unknown 
mixture and add gas or air until: it burns or 
explodes and from that calculate the compo- 
sition: of the unknown mixture. The applica- 
tion of this feat is to the location of gas leaks 
and the detection of explosive gas in mines. 

On the’ same principle poisonous gases, 
such as carbonic acid gas, are analyzed. Air 
loaded with 1 per cent of this gas is passed 
through lime water, and the liquid preserved 
and the turpidity noted. Then the air of a 
foul robm is passed through lime water by

THE RAILROAD ACROSS SIBERIA, 


It Will Cost $200,000,000 and Is Intended 
to Consolidate Russian Power, 
Engineering Magazine for June: The whole 
length of the main Siberian line is 4,700 
miles, and its estimated cost is $196,000,000. 


Collectorship Vacant and Fahey of | 


The line, with branches, will cover 5,000, 


miles, to be built by an expenditure of .$200,- 
000,000. The present program provides for 
the completion of the main line to Kras- 
‘Thoyarsk in 1896 and to Irkootsk in 
1899, and of the entire road in 1904, 
but whether this can be fully’ car- 
ried out is somewhat doubtful. Conceding 
the financial, ability of Russia, the main 
difficulty will be found in the supply of 
labor. It should be mentioned that the es- 
timate given is for a line with steam ferries 
at the four or five great river crossings, 
where bridges would add $5,000,000 or 
more to the estimated cost. It is reasonably 
certain that Viadivostok will not be the 
permanent Pacific terminus. That port is 
too far north and is not a sufficiently conven- 
ient harbor for the purpose. There is no 
doubt that a secret but careful reconnaisance 
has been made of the Corean ports and that 
one of thera will be the terminus as soon as 
the time is ripe for its acquisition by diplo- 
macy or force, Of course nothing is said 
about this openly as yet, but the purpose ex- 
oe and the plan will: be carried out in due 
time. 

Asto the comvnercial importance of the 
Siberian railway ‘there may be different opin- 
ions. The steppes of Western Siberia are 
susceytible of settlement and cultivation and 
may adda considerable area to the wheat 
fields which compete with those of America. 
The river valleys of the Amoor region are also 
capable of cultivation and may in time support 
a large population, while the Oussouri country 
is known to be richincoalandiron. The long 
stretch of over 1,500 miles from Tomsk to the 
head waters of the Amoor, however, can never 
have much local traffic. The climate and soil 
alike forbid settlement, and a small business 
in horses and cattle from the nomad herds 
and in lumber from the forests of the Irtish 
and the Western trans-Baikal, with the supply 
of the mining regions on the slopes of the 
Jablonnovei, will be the most that can 
be expected. Through commercial traf- 
fic to the Pacific cannot -be large, 
thongh the Chinese trade will be an 
item of considerable importance on the west- 
ernjhalf of the line and is a traffic eapable of 
development with the facilities which could be 
furnished by the proposed railroad. With all 
allowances for growth, however, jt is safe to 
say that, if the road is regarded simply as an 
investment for capital, its commercial pros- 
pects would not warrant its construction for 
many years to come. 

The main purpose of the line is not com- 
mercial, however, but military and political. 
The trans-Caspian railway has consolidated 
and made permanent the Russian power in 
Central Asia and its extension to Khokand 
and Tashkend, now well under way, will 
make an excellent supply line for an army 
invading China from the West. The Siberian 
lineé on the other side will be a base 
lipe for operations from the north and 
east and the ancient empire will be 
placed at a serious disadvantage. The 
shrewdest of the Chinese statesmen are 
aware of this, and their efforts to strengthen 
their northern frontier are in contrast to the 
supineness of the English, who seem now, as 
usual, to rely altogether on their naval force 
to check the designs of their great rival in the 
East. It is undoubtedly a perception of these 
possibilities which has made the project a 
favorite one in the imperial circle and brought 
about the conditions necessary to secure its 
early execution. The official order calls for 
the completion of the entire road in 1904; 
and while it seems hardly possible that the 
work can be completed in ten years with tne 
means at hand there is little doubt that the 
opening decade of the twentieth century will 
see the completion of the first trans-Asiatic 
railroad. 


RAILROADS IN THE TROPICS. 


It Is Hard to Keep the Growing Foliage 
from Becoming ‘an Obstruction. 

Apropos of the projected Pan-American 
railway, it is to be noted that not only is 
the first cost of railway construction in trop- 
ical countries very heavy, but the annual 
maintenance of way is éxpensive to a degree 
which cannot be appréciated by those who 
have had no experience in this connection. 

The Antioquia railroad in Colombia, says 
Charles P. Yeatman ‘in the Engineering Mag- 
azine, cost in a single year, for repairs of 
track and bridges, $2,266 per mile. The 
Cauca railroad, in the same year, cost $3,837 
per mile. These two roads are in Colombia 
and are sometimes mentioned either as future 
feeders of the Pan-American railroad, or parts 
of its main line. On the Antioquia road, if 
the undergrowth were cut at the beginning of 
the rainy season, less than two months’ rain 
was sufficient to form anarch of green trees 
thirty feet high leaning over the track so as to 
shade it completely. 

The constant change from dryness in the 
day to soaking moisture at night, even in the 
dry season, would soon ruin the best of tim- 
ber, but hature furnishes a still quicker means 
of getting rid of it, in the shape of an ant or 
wood-louse, which’ is careful not to mar the 
outside of his domicile, but will patiently 
honeycomb the inside, until what looks 
like a solid 12x12 stick is but. a 
shell from 4% to 4 inch thick, filled 
with dust and ants. The native timber suf- 
fered so much from the inroads of these pests 
that, upon hearing that yellow pine was used 


‘in Panama to avoid them, |a trial of it was 


made on the Antioquia road, Georgia pine 
had to be shipped by way of New York, at a 
cost of nearly $100 per 1,000 feet, board 
measure, whea put in place.

in Use at thej Pair—This 
Shows the Machinery Exhibit to Be 
by Far the Largest Ever Seen—Assist- 


ant Mechanical Engineer Venning 


Evolves a New Scheme for the Agri- 
cultural Building. 7 : 
How shall we furnish exhibiters with 
power? & | 
This was the question which occupied Chief 
Engineer Foster and his assistants for months 
during the construction of the Exposition and 
the satisfactory solution of which isas much 
to the credit of the Construction Department 
asany of its other numerous triumphs. A 
consideration of the class of exhibits in the 
various buildings led to the decision that the 
Transportation Building had best be supplied 
throughout with compressed air for motive 


force, the Mines Building with both com- | 


pressed air and line shafting, and the Agri- 
cultural, Dairy, Shoe and Leather, and 
Machinery Buildings with line shafting. In 
addition to this, every building is equipped 
with electric service, by which motors can be 
run if needed, and the Mines Building and 
Machinery Hall have steam service. x 

Where“the majority of the exhibiters in a 
building needed power it was evident that ‘the 
most satisfactory and economical way to 
supply them was by line shafting- The meth- 
od was adopted for the Mining, Agricultural, 
Shoe and Leather, and Dairy Buildings, and 
Machinery Hall,and the work of installation 
and maintenance intrusted to Assistant Me- 
chanical Engineer Arthur Venning. In the 
Mining Building the fting does very heavy 
work. It extends north and south along the 
east side of the building and is in two sections. 
Each section is driven by a 150 horse-power 
electric motor. The total length of shafting 
inthe building is about 690 feet, and from it 
are driven ore crushers, jigging machines, 
stamping mills, ore and bucket elevators, 
rotary blowers, and a hundred varicties of 
mining machinery. 

A Tough Problem Solved, 

The Agricultural Annex furnished the most 
difficult problem of installation. It is built 
on piles, and being entirely frame, with intee 
rior supports of wood running clear to the 
roof, it offered no strength or support for the 
heavy line of shafting. It was evident that 
the building as it stood would not stand the 
jar of running éhafting even if supports could 
be secured for it, so Engineer Venning de- 
vised a method never before tried, by which 
stability and strength were given to the build- 
ing af the same time that a support was of- 
fered to the shafting. - His device consisted in 
a small trestle-work of wooden beams run- 
ning along from post to post near the roof of 
the annex. This connected the interior 
supports together more rigidly and also 
furnished a lace on whic to bolt 
the hangers. trestlework is about two 
feet wide by three feet high, and is braced at 
shert/intervals by crossboards. Nothing like 
it hag ever been seen before for the installa- 
tion of shafting. In the Agricultural Annex 
there is 2,300 feet of this trestlework with its 
shafting attached. The shafting is driven by 
five huge electric motors, one of seventy horse- 
power, two of sixty horse-power, and two of 
thirty horse-power each. This shafting drives 
traction engines, thrashing machines, chain 
pumps, reapers, mowers and. binders, hay- 
baling machines, a moving agricultural pano- 
rama; a cotton gin, and a cider press. 

The gallery of the Agricultural Building is 
supplied with two lines of shafting of about 
500 feet, run by two twenty-five horse-power 
motors. The class of machinery driven is 
that belonging to the dairy, such as churns 
and separators, 

Biggest Machinery Exhibit Ever Seen. 


The Shoe and Leather Building is supplied 
with 1,100 feet of line shafting. This drives 
many curious leather-working machines, in- 
cluding everything from shdée buttons to 
leather stamps. Among other things it sup- 
plies power for the greatest exhibit of sewing 
machines ever given. This shaftingis driven 
by five motors, three of thirty lhorse-power 
each and two of twenty-five horse-power 


each. , 
The Dairy Building is equipped with one 
thirty and one seventy and one-half horse- 
power motor. These drive shafting which 
turns churns, separators, and butter-workers 
suffcient to make 140 pounds of butter each 
day. Another twenty-five horse-power motor 
runs the refrigerating plant, which keeps all 
the exhibits cool. 
But Machinery Hall, of course, is the most 


| useful place for the line shafting, and no less 


than 7,000 feet is operated there, furnishing 
an incredible amount of power to the various 
exhibits. ‘This array of shafting differs from 
the others in that it is driven by steam en- 
gines instead of electric motors. It runs 
nearly every variety of machine known. 

One has only to look at. the total length of 
shafting used in the Exposition to realize that 
this is by far the largest exhibit of machinery 
the world has ever seen, for between 11,000 
and 12,000 feet of shafting are in motion 4ll 
the time the Fair gates are open.

The State Legislature has passed a law requir- 
ing all such institutions to deposit with the 
State authorities the sum of $100,000 in 
cash, or negotiabie securities, as a guarantee 
to investors. In case one of these mushroom 
bond concerns operating under the new law 
for any of ascore of possible reasons stops 
doing business the deposit of $100,000 
would protect the * tail-enders,” who were 
not fortunate enough to get low numbered 
bonds. It is not thought that many of the 
bond companies will comply with the provis- 
ions of thenew law. There is some difference 
between expending a few dollars for a charter 
and a few more for desk room and the effort 
necessary to raise $100,000 to be deposited 
with the Staté- 

The new law” ~Fent into effect June 21, but 
un extension of one month was given to allow 
for the closing out of the business of existing 
companies. The Investor’s Mutual Guarantee 
and Trust company, hailing from Kansas City,

It is proper to say that a rural postoffice is 
the club of the vicinage, a common meet- 
ing:place and gossip-ground, the clearing. 
house of local report and rumor. Very 
frequently it’s a store. You buy your 
mackerel and your molasses from  ne- 
cessity; you inquire for your letters 
from . habit. It is perfectly common 
in a willage postoffice for people to ask 
for their mails every work day, who never 
got a letter in their lives, and never expect 
togetone. The daily questioning is thought 
to give dignity to the questioner, and the 
Postmaster lends himself willingly to the po- 
lite fiction. If you get no letters of your own, 
your interest in those of your friends is only 
increased. ‘* I wonder who Amandy Tripp’s 
got a letter from;” and “N 
can’t make me believe 
Wigfall gets all them letters from 
his wife. She warn’t never no for 
letter writin’.”” The Postmaster’s pay is 
small, but to a contemplative mind the sense 
of knowledge accruing from readi all the 
postal cards that come to town may be valued 
above rubies. Atany rate, the village post- 
office is a reading-room, a club; and, as per- 
sons with the aboriginal tendencies of the 
Postmaster of Dallas would not be admitted 
to a club, so he is clearly unfit to be Postmas- 
ter. A Democrat with more head and less 
feet should be selected. 


DULL AND CONTENTED.

In the quiet village, where the good cure’s

Long before midnight the 
streets of the place are deserted, and a late 
wanderer n have no fear of drunken hood- 
lums. A well-governed French-Canadian vil- 
lage, where the cure is thoroughly respected 
because of wisdom and piety, affordsa 
decided coatrast to many rural communities 
in English Canada and on our own side of 
border. | 

The people are not entérprising. At least 
this seems to be true of all but a few excep- 
tions. They are content to take what comes 
in their way, with the happy faith that the 
morrow will bring with it its daily bread. 
They are averse to breaking in new lands, 
and, as the families are large, the division 
of the farms generation after generation 
finally results in such small portions that 
some of the children must seek employment 
elsewhere if all are to live. Very few of them 
are willing to go to the new lands of Manitoba 
and the Northwest, but they find congenial 
occupation in the cities. ‘They are admirable 
mechanics, and are most loyal devo 
servants, says Henry Loomis Nelson in Har- 
per’s Magazine for June. 

The Scotchman or Englishman who is at 
the head of a great establisment prefers the 
French-Canadians to his own countrymen 
as subordinates. He will tell you that 
the Frenchmen will remain with him all their 
lives; that no such thought ds seeking new 
employment or leaving the old for the purpose 
of engaging in ventures for himself will ever 
enter a French Canadian’s head. He will 
stay by the old employer all his life, and his 
son will succeed to his own or a better place 
in the service of the house, On the other 
hand, the Englisnman or Scotchman will take 
the first opportunity to go into business for 
himself, and will use his employment as a 
stepping-stone to something better. :

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APPOINTMENT OF JUDGE POWER IN- 
DIGATES OLEVELAND’S POLICY. 


He Will Secute Federal Officers to Sup- 
port Him Without Caynsing Antagonism 
in Either Faction—Something of Power's 


Career=Dan Lamont in Training for the 


Nomination for Governor—Encouraging | 


Signs in the Financial Outlook—Boats 
on the Erie Canal Insufficient, 

New York, June 27.—[Special.]—The office 
President Cleveland has given to Maurice 
J. Power is not a conspicuous one, yet is the 
place chosen by Judge Power as the one which 
he desired. He practically declined to accept 
the postoffice, although the salary and the 
political opportunities in the latter are much 
greater than politicians find in the office of 
Commissioner of Immigration. Judge Power 
will have only three or four appointments to 
make, but indirectly he may be able to exert 
considerable influence, since a good many 
hundred votes in the lower part of the city de- 
pend for their support upon business brought 
to them by immigrants. | 

Judge Power and one or two others in this 
city,might, but for a single slip-up, have 
gained the repute of being the makers of a 
President. They began the politics which had 
in view the nomination of Edward Cooper for 
President as early as 1878. They expected to 
bring him to the Gavernor’s chair at Albany 
in 1882, and to elect him oy such a majority 
that he would seem to be the inevitable candi- 
date of his party in 1884 for the Presidency, 
and it would have been impressed upon the 
country that Mr. Cooper was one of those 
upon whom Tilden leaned, and Tilden him- 
self would, it was expected, at the proper 
time and in his own way, indicate to his party 
that they had in 
character, of génuine Democratic instinct, 


of unusual ability, and of such personal qual. 


ities as commani popularity. ' The political 
schemes looking to this end were developed 
smoothly until 1882, though secretly, and 
then through Mr. Cooper’s own modesty and 
extreme reluctante to become self-assertive, 
the opportunity was lost for effecting the com- 
bination, which would, had it been consum- 
mated, have permitted Mr. Cleveland to serve 
out his term-as Mayor of Buffalo without in- 
terruption. 

Mr. Cleveland, knowing of the plan in 1883, 
has never forgotten it, and in 1885 after he 
became President it seemed to all those who 
took part in it as though he had not forgiven 
it, although when the movement was begun 
Cleveland was an| obscure citizen of this State, 
and when it had considerably progressed was 
carrying a torch as a private in a Hancock 
parade on the streets of Buffalo. It has al- 
wa}s been supposed that one of the reasons 
why Mr. Cleveland turned his back upon Ed- 
ward Cooper, William R. Grace, Abram 5. 
Hewitt, and others who had been conspicuous 
in their support of him when he was first a 
candidate was because he rernembered that at 
first it was in the minds of these men, Tilden 
himself consenting and advising, to make 
Edward Cooper the first Democratic President 
since Buchanan’s time. That Mr. Cleveland 
has appointed Judge Power to office now is 
regarded as an indication of his purpose to go 
to both factions with the expectation of there- 
by securing from Federal offices that support 
which will serve him without creating antag- 
onism in either of these factions. 

A story has been brought here from Wash- 
ington that Mr. Cleveland is contemplating 
the appointment of John D. Crimmins as Col- 
lector. No doubt he would be disposed to 
make such an appointment, and he would se- 
cure an energetic and competent man, but 
Mr. Crimmins seeks no. political office for he 
has that power which belongs to those who 
make and control officeholders. It wotld be 
as reasonable to expect that George Gould or 
Pierpont Morgan or C, P. Huntington would 
accept this office as to suppose that Mr. Crim- 
mins would. The $12,000 salary is a sum 
not so large as some of Mr, Crimmins’ opera- 
tions net for him in a single day. and he is not 
the man whocan be kept behind a desk for 
eight hours a day, even though in so doing he 
would be able to control a great political 
repute. Itis far more likely that Mr. Crim- 
mins will be asked to name a Collector who 
would thereby be his man than that he would 
consent himself to serve in that office. 

There is little doubt here that it is Mr. 
Cleveland's purpose to secure for Dan La- 
mont the nomination for Governor of New 
York a year from next fall, and that Lamont 
himself would willingly leave the Cabinet to 
hold an office which many regard as second 
only in influence to that of the Presidency. 
Tammany would not greatly object to La- 
mont’s nomination, for, with that quality 
which is characteristic of him, Lamont has 
been able to: gain and maintain friendship 
with the Tammany leaders, and is in fact be- 
lieved to be in closer sympathy with them 
than with the anti-snapper crowd. With La- 
mont as Governor the machine in this State 
would be so managed as to serve whatever 
purposes Mr.,Cleveland may have in view for 
1806. 

In the midst of the gloomy financial situa- 
tion there appears some encouraging signs 
just now which suggest that if the banking 
community can so manage that the confidence 
shall be somewhat restored when Congress 
meets we may then expect a revival of great 
business prosperity. Chief among these signs 
is a report from those who are familiar with 
the business of the Erie Canai. It has been 
for the last few weeks almost unprecedented, 
The demand for canalboats is so. great that 
new ones are being built and even discard- 
ed ones pressed into service. This revival .of 
canal business is due almost wholly to the 
vast shipments of grain from the West. Good 
judges say that at least 1,000 new boats are 
needed for this trans-shipment of grain. :

TOO MANY WORDS, 


The Mistake Made by New Writers—Exam- 
ples to the Contrary. 

New York Press: The observation attributed 
to Mr. Gladstone that the man who has a 
vocabulary of 1,000 words is amply equipped 
for the ordinary purposes of life is capable of 
broader application.. The -notion that com- 
mand of the English tongue implies merely 
a great stock of words is false. If this con- 
ception were true, mastery of language would 
be simply a feat of memory. dt is one of the 
mischievous effects of books of synonyms 
that they tend to propagate and confirm this 
error. Such books have a practical value, but 
it is of secondary importance and limited 
scope. Multiplicity of words is in nowise a 
substitute for barrenness of ideas. 

Nothing is more astonishing in literature 
than the meager variety of words to be found 
in the productions of great writers. The same 
words recur time and again in Shakspeare. 
His noblest flights of fancy and his finest out- 
breaks of passion are expressed in simple 
terms that are daily in use in every intelli- 
gent Ameriean household. Addison, a prince 
of writers of graceful prose English, employs 
few words that the average school child does 
not understand and cannot define. The sim- 
plicity of\language in the “ Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress ’’ is proverbial, yet it is sufficient to por- 
tray emotions ranging from the agonies of 
remorse to the raptures of the redeemed.. The 
phraseology of Swift and Goldsmith, except 
when technical subjects are under discussion, 


‘is almost as limited. The Bible is largely a 


repetition of a few simple words. 

astery Of language consists in the proper 
arrangement of words rather than in a multi- 
plicity of words. The use of simple terms is 
evidence of the highest art. It is the sole 
way, indeed, as a rule, in which the firmest 
and widest impressions can be made. To at- 
tain such a command of speech depends in 
large measure upon the possession of imagina- 
tive faculties. Metaphor is frequently a sub- 
stitute, mot only for large words, but for 
many words. It suggests rather than depicts, 
and from its peculiar nature mak neces- 
sary the employment of terms ‘that are 
ree understood. It should not be forgot- 
ten, also, that there are few pursuits that de- 
mand a yaried vocabulary. Many of the tech- 
nical terms used bya lawyer are of little 
practical worth to a physician or a merchant, 
and vice versa. It is questionable also if the 
English language is not worse for the multi- 
tude of unnecessary adjectives that have crept 
into it from one source and another. 
*Junius’”’ looked upon adjectives as if they 
Macaulay used them 
under protest. There is a peculiar force in 
the familiar observation of Thomas Hobbes: 
‘Words are wise men’s counters—they do but 
hee ag by them—but they are the money of 
ools,

PARK AVENUE.

Capt. E. LL. Brand Explains the Plan De- 
cided Upon—Four-Story Building to Be 

. Put Up—Bedford Stone and Milwaukee 

Pressed Brick the Materials to Be Used 

_ =Flats, Modern and Convenient, Will 

Be Arranged=Something Like $125,- 
‘000 to Be Spent. 

According to E. L. Brand the Chicago Hus- 
sars have practically decided on the erection 
of an armory on the northeast corner of 
South Park avenue and Thirty-fifth street, 
which will represent an outlay of $150,000. 
In Tus Sunpay Trispung was given the de- 
tails of an offer by Elisha P. Whitehead to 
the Hussars’ troop of a ninety-nine-year lease 
of the lot at the head .of Grand boulevard at 
6 per cent annually on $100,000. The lot 
fronts 215 feet on South;Park avenue and 
has a depth of 165 feet on Thirty-fifth street 
to a twenty-foot alley. 


The building will be four stories in height, 


and will comprise eight stores 20x40 feet on 
Thirty-fifth street, a commodious café on the 
main front, the necessary offices for guard 
and concierge, and suitable waiting, recep- 
tion, and curator rooms, all on the ground 
floor, and on either side of the equestrian en- 
trance to the riding rotunda. is entrance 
will in itself bea feature of ‘the structure, 
and of a width sufficient to admit of the entry 
of a platoon of troopers. 

The armory has been designed by the archi- 
tects in the medieval style, of the Tudor 
period, giving strength and solidity necessary 
to depict its purposes, and at the same time 
presenting a cheerful and inviting appearance 
as a ciub house and flat building. It is pro- 
posed to construct it of yellow Bedford stone 
= pe remge gg brick, which is of a 

ight yellow color, harmonizi reeabl 
with the Bedford stone. 3 or ' 

The equestrian entrance leads directly from 
the avenue to the riding rotunda, a spacious 
rectangle, 130x135 feet, lighted by a large 
skylight on top of the dome. Directly above 
is located the gallery for spectators, easily 
seating 2,000 people in comfortable chairs. 


' The armory opens directly into the rotunda 


on the south, andisa long hall 28x135 feet 
in length. In this room glass-faced cabinets 
large enough to hold the entire accouter- 
ments and uniform of: each trooper, with a 
commodious locker beneath, will line the 
face of the north and south walls. 
A direct descent leads from the armory to the 


baths and swimming pool in the basement. ‘ 


The stalls for the horses are located in three 
tiers above the armory in a_ portion of the 
building shut off from other parts by solid 
walls. The front of the second story north of 
the main entrance has been alotted to a series 
of bachelor apartments, consisting of some 
twenty-five chambers and sitting-rooms, 
committee-rooms, a ladies’ waiting-room, and 
private parior. The third and fourth floors 
on the Thirty-fifth street front will be divided 
into twenty-six flate, heated by steam and 
lighted by electricity. 

A meeting was held last evening to take final 
action on the proposed plans for raising the 
necessary money. E. L. Brand during the 
last three years has been acquiring title to an 
extensive frontage on Thirty-fifth street, near 
Cottage Grove avenue, with the view to erect- 
ing an armory at that point. ‘* The plan for 
a building was orga arranged for three 
years ago,”’ said he. ** With the approach of 
the World’s Fair season material and labor 
rose at a phenomenal rate and we decided, to 
wait. Now, material, men, and contractors 
are getting back toa normal basis and the 
building can be built economically. It will 
cost something like $125,000 to erect the 
building and $25,000 more to furnish it.

Bosten Transcript; Do you know what 
atavisin is?

This statement 
of their belief is quoted from a very friendly 
authority, the former Labor Commissioner of 
the State of New York, Charles F. Peck, who, 
in his report for 1886, devotes much space to 
a discussion of the apprentice system, based 
upon a series of questions which he propound- 
to sixty-five selected labor unions. These 
answers showed that the policy of the 
unions Was practicaNy one of exclusion. 
that their rules about apprentices were 80 
drawn as to make it impossible for more than 
an insignificant number of boys to léarn a 
trade each year, and that those who were per- 
mitted - Sra received as little instruction 
as e. , 
r. Peck’s report on this subject is im fact 
one of the most valuable publications of the 
kind ever made, for he collected his informa- 
tion direct from the trade unions, and col- 
lected it also as their friend. His comments 
are very valuable, therefore, because they give 
the trade-union side of the question, and can- 
not be charged with unfairness toward that 
side, He says, insumming up the answers 
that he received from the unions: “If the de- 
termination to close a trade against newcom- 
ers were exceptional, and limited to one or 
two trades, it would be unimportant, and 
would only be used in a case of unfraternal 
spirit or jealous self-interest. But the senti- 
ment runs through ail trudes. In one trade, 
I believe—steam-fitters—each journeyman has 
a helper, because one man cannot do the 
heavy work, and the employer.will n ot pay 
two men full wages. In other trades the re- 
turns show rules for one apprentice to three, 
four, five, sometimes as hi as ten, men, 
th a narrower limitation forthe whole shop. 
It is said that the employer in a few trades 
cannot put iis own son or nephew to the 
bench or the vise except as a favor and con- 
n

What Mr. Peck has shown of New York is 
true of other States. Upon this point all 
authorities agree. President John .D. Runkle 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, who has given a great deal of attention 
to the subject; says: ‘* There is common testi- 
mony to the fact of the decay of apprentice- 
ship.”” Edward Atkinson. an equally trust- 
worthy authority, says: ‘‘ We are training no 
American craftsmen, and unless we devise 
better methods than the old and now obsolete 
apprentice system much of the perfection of 
our almost automatic mechanism will have 
been achieved at the cost not only of the man- 
ual, but also of the mental, development of 
our men.’’ In all sections of the country and 
in all trades very few apprentices are allowed, 
and those that. are allowed are taught as little 
as possible. The’ bostility of the unions to 
them is well-nigh general. The Legislatures 
of the various States are continually amend- 
ing the appreritice laws, with the hope of 
maki them more effective; but wherever 
these laws come in contact with the rules of 
the unions they are of no practical ef- 
fect. In fact, all our apprentice laws 
are little more than dead-letter statues. Mr. 
Peck says of his investigations on this point 
that “it was discovered that the apprentice 
law was practically a dead letter,”’ d_ that 
the unions *‘ kept up a quasi-form of appren- 
ticeship in an irregular and illegal manner” 
only in order to “control their -special 
trades.”” An extreme example of the way in 
which this is done was furnished by the agree- 
ments which the Journeymen Plasterers’ 
Union of New York City induced the employ- 
ers to sign in 1890 and 1892. By the first 
agreement, signed in 1890, if was stipulated 
that no one was to be taught the plastering 
trade in the city fortwo years. This agree- 
ment was kept, and at the end of two years 
another was signed by which it was stipu- 
lated that no one should be admitted to 
the plastering trade who had not served 
an apprenticeship of five years. When 
these agreementsa,were signed, plastering. like . 
most of the bytiding trades, was largely in the 
hands of foreign-born workmen. effect 
of the two agreements, which are -still in 
force, has been to exclude native-born Amer- 
icang from a good trade for seven years. At 
the sanie time foreign workmen who may not 


| have| worked at the trade over six months be- 


fore coming here are admitted as journeymen. 
The ga of these agreements is to keep the. 
trade entirely in the hands ef foreigners. 

As |we have said, this is an exceptional case, 
but it differs only in degree from many 
others. In all the trades Americans are dis- 
criminated against as much as possible, and 
similar results to those accomplished in the 
plasteri 
worded but no less. effective rules.. Thus, 
when an employer is allowed two apprentices, 
and the apprentice is required to serve four 
years, the employer can graduate only one 
journeyman every other year. 

The number of employers in, any one trade 
is not large and such restrictions amount vir- 
tually to an exclusion of American young 
men from the trades. At the sixth annual 
convention of the Pennsylvania Association of 
Housepainters and Decorators, held at Seran- 
ton in January last, one of the delegates read

Evidence on this branch of the subject could 
be multiplied indefinitely did space permit. 
We have quoted sufficient to show that the old 
apprenticeship system has passed away, and 
that no system of trade instruction has been 
permitted to take its place inside the trades 
themselves. We have also shown that one of 
the reasons for this is the hostility of the for- 
eign-born workmen, who control the trades, 
to workmen of American birth. !

ANOTHER grade crossing » ‘accident resulting 
in the immediate death of two persons and 
the serious injury of two more recalls to mind 
the fact that there isa special committee of 
the Council which is supposed to be engaged 
in devising some plan by which such casval- 
ties may be prevented. That committee 
started out zealously enough, and held con- 
ferences with railroad officials, which were 
duly reported jn the papers. Of late nothing 
has been heard of it. It seems. to have become 
paralyzed.. Perhaps these deaths will re- 
awaken the interest of the members in the 
subject they were directed to investigate. It 
may be that it will have the effect of making 
them remain in session during the summer 
vacation the Council is to take soon. This 
last accident was on the tracks of the Chica- 
go, Burlington and Quincy road. Possibly its 
officers will now deem it advisable to suggest 
geome plan of track elevation which will put 
an end to thesé murders on their line. How 
many deaths will it take to impress -on the 
municipal authorities and the roads the ne- 
cessity for action in this grade crossing mat- 
ter?

Mr. Epwarp Arxtnson has made public his 
plan of tariff reform. He wants wool and 
certain other raw materials put on the free 
list at the outset, the reduction on finished 
goods not to go into effect until six months 
later. He thinks this last part of his plan 
ought not to go into force until late in 1894, 
by which time he thinks the decreasing pen- 
sion appropriations will lessen the amount of 
revenue needed.

“KILL, STAB, THROTTLE THE LAW!” 

‘Gov. Altgeld has shown himself the apt and 
willing pupil of Fielden. An alien by birth, 
an alien in feeling, saturated with sotialistic 
sentiments which are abhorrent to American 
ideas and institutions, he was unable to resist 
the temptation to attack American law and 
justice and to show that his sympathies 
were with the men who sleep at Waldheim 
and not with those who were murdered or muti- 
lated at the haymarket. 

Fielden’s simple creed of “ Kill the law; 
stab the law; throttle the law,” is expanded 
by the Governor into a message to the public 
of 17,000 words, wherein the people are told 
that the bomb-throwersard conspirators did 
nothing wrong and were martyrs rather than 
criminals. A Socialist Governor denounces 
the impartial Judge who tried the Anarchists, 
the police who suffered at their hands, the 
State’s-Attorney who prosecuted them, the 
jurors who indicted and convicted them, and 
the Supreme Court which passed upon the act§ 
of the court below. 

By pardoning these three men as an act, of 


justice and not of mercy, and by assailing the 


court whic, condemned them, Altgeld seeks 
to brand Gov. Oglesby as a murderer, In 
effect he censures Oglesby for not having 
pardoned them all instead.of allowing four of 
them to go to the gallows and driving one to 
commit suicide to escape the rope. And the 
voters of this city, who approved of what was 
done in the Anarchist cases, and who re- 
elected Judge Gary a year later because of 
what he had done, and who put Mr. Grinnell 
on the bench because of what he had done, 
are informed by Gov. Altgeld that they ap- 
proved of a judicial murder. 

What respect for law will the citizens of 
Illinois have left if they take as gospel the 
anarchistic message of their Governor, who 
assumes to review and reverse the findings of 
juries, the delibetate opinion of the State Su- 
preme Court, and the equally deliberate ac- 
tion of Gov.

The simple pardon of Field- 
en, Schwab, and Neebe would have paid that 
debt. It was not necessary for him toaccom- 
pany their release with a declaration that they 
had suffered unjustly at the hands of a savage 
people, But his un-American feelings got the 
better of him. Poorly concealed for years,

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INDIA’S ‘COURSE WITH SILVER. 

The decisi¥e action of the India Council in 
closing the mints of that country to the free 
coinage of silver is the hardest blow struck at 
the white metal since Great Britain demon- 
etized it eighty years ago. Decidedly it ren- 
ders the movement for the free coinage of sil- 
ver in this country suicidal and preposterous. 
It shows the igtter instability of the founda- 


1} tion on which the free silverites have built 


their hopes, and incidentally exposes the ab- 


wit: that India has prospered because of free 
silver. It emphasizes the necessity for prompt 
action by the United States, which should cut 
off further additions toits already heavy load 
of rapidly depreciating silver, cease the futile 
effort to prevent it from declining further, and 
let the metal find its legitimate level. 

The bullion value of silver fell this week to 
77 cents per fine ounce, or less than 6O per 
cent of what the silverites persist in claiming 
to be its standard value. .It is now far above 
the actual cost of producing the limited quan- 
tity to be required in, the future. Of the 
152,000,000 ounces produced in’ the world 
last year 40 per cent was used in the United 
States in the arts and bought by our govern- 
ment to be stored up idly in the vaults of the 
Treasury. Another 30 per cent was taken by 
India, and the remaining 30 percent by all 
other peoples. Only 70 per cent of that pro- 
duction would now be wanted, even if 
the United States should keep up its ab- 
surd policy of. buying each month 4,500,- 
000 ounces, for which it has no earthly use. 
That ‘70 per cent costs not more than 45 
cents per ounce, perhaps considerably less 
than that, to produce it. A large part of it 
costs less than 15 cents per ounce, and the 
product of the big mine known 
as the Mollie Gibson averaged but 11 
cents per ounce for last month. It is the 
height of folly to propose to keep on paying 
more than double the actual cost of all the 
silver that is wanted in order to prevent the 
closing of mines which turn out the 30 per 
cent of surplus that will not now be wanted 
atall. The government has not interposed 
to take off the hands of the farmers the great 
quantities of corn which forced the market 
down to bed-rock prices nearly four years 
ago, nor the surplus of cotton on the low 
prices of that article due to more recent over- 
production, nor the surplus of wheat which 
has depressed that cereal to the lowest prices 
known in more than. thirty years. Why should 
it continue-to try to hold up silver by taking 
nearly 40 per cent of the production, when it 
is demonstrated abundantly that the act is no 
more effectual than was that of the old lady 
who tried to sweep out the advancing tide with 
her broom? 

It must be regarded as highly probable that 
the bullion value of silver will fall below 65 
cents per ounce before another year has 


any action that can possibly be taken by the 
United States. Hence it is absurd to think of 
maintaining the| present artificial conditions 
in this country. | If silver is to be retained in 
circulation as legal tender money it must be 
at its commercial value in terms of gold. 
There is no other practicable way to maintain 
in the United States the bimetallisin the sil- 
verites affect to)want, but which they have 
tried hard to destroy. There ate now some 
860,000,000 silver dollars in the Treasury 
which cannot be/ kept in circulation. Certifi- 
cates against $355,000,000 of this have been 
issued and are only kept at,ypar by the govern- 
ment redeeming|in gold on demand such of 
the $114,000,000 of Treasury notes issued 
against silver bullion in the Treasury as may 
be presented for|redemption, The silver cer- 
geen themselves only call for redemption 

silver dollars. But if the government 
should resort to redeeming the Treasury notes 
in silver dollars of course the certificates 
would have no |sustaining power, and both 
would instantly drop to GO per cent of their 
face value—perh ps below 50 per cent since 
this action of* thé India Council. 

Silver must bd made a légal tender at its 
commercial vale, whatever that may be. 
Otherwise bimefallism becomes an impossi- 
bility. The financial peril of the American 
people consists ip the danger that the govern- 
ment may fail to) maintain gold redemption 
of the silver and the paper issued against that 
silver, which would cause a sudden slump to 
the silver standafd, worth about 50 cents on 
the dollar. There is no middle course. The 
gap between thejreal and the artificial values 
of silver has widened so far that temporizing 
measures will av@il no longer. We must have 
a radical reductt ni to absolute value.

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ONE DAY FOR AMERICA. 

It is now settled definitely that Fourth of 
July will be Chicago day, and that Chicago 
will celebrate it with an embarrassment of 
bellringing, cannor firing, national anthem 
singing, rocket-shooting, bomb-bursting, flag- 
flying, ete., ete. The Declaration will be read, 
a big procession wifl parade, patriotic speeches 
will be made, the Doxology will be sung, and 
scores of brass bands will make the air re- 
sound. It will be a great popular holiday, an 
apotheosis of, liberty, a celebration so elastic 
that all the cosmopolitan elements of Chicago, 
including the grotesque population of the 
Midway Plaisance, may join in with fervor 
and enthusiasm. 

Fourth of July, therefore, amply will take 
care of itself. No one need doubt that it will 
be a colossal celebration, and that the Goddess 
of Liberty will havea right royal time of it 
from sunrise far beyond sunset and into the 
small hours of the next morning. (It will not 
need much effort to boom the day. In one 
sense it will be a Chicago day, as Chicago will 
have charge of the celebration; but, in its 
broad sense, it will. be a national day, and 
people of all nationalities will participate 
‘in its celebration and help to make it clamor- 
ously and noisily successful. In the record 
of the Fair it will go into history as the 
Chicago day, however. Then why not have, 
as has been suggested, an American day also, 
the celebration of which shall be intrusted to 
the American exhibiters and the Commission- 
ets of the States? If the American ‘exhibiters 
wish to participate in the Fourth of July cele- 
bration or Chicago day it need not ‘at all in- 
terfere with the celebration of the American 
day, or vice versa. To lend special signifi- 
cance to.the celebration some day memora- 
ble in American history might be selected, 
provided it did not interfere with days al- 
ready set apart forobservance. The financial 
part of. the celebration could be easily ar- 
ranged for, as there are 20,000 American ex- 
hibiters on the ground and the tax ‘would be 
very light. Let us have an American day in 
September. This will give ample) time for 
preparation and it need not in any way con- 
flict with the celebration. of the Fourth of 
July or disturb the popular interest in it. 
Sept. 17 will be the anniversary of the adop- 
tion of the National Constitution. Asit falls 
on Sunday this year, Monday, the 18th, 
might well be selected as American day if no 
more al Ut one can be found, 
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FOR THE BENEFIT OF LABOR, 

Among the bills introduced in the Legis- 
lature for the benefit of “* labor’?! was one 
guaranteeing the right of employés to belong 
to labor organizations. This measure was 
passed, has received the Governor’s signature, 
and goes into foree on the first of |July. It 
provides that it shall be unlawful for any in- 

~liyidual, or agefit, officer, or employé of any 
company or corporation— 

To prevent or attempt to prevent employés from 
forming, joining, or belonging to any |lawful la- 
bor organization, and any such individual mem- 
ber, agent, officer, or employé that coerces or at- 
tempts tocoerce employ és by discharging or threat- 
ening to discharge them from their émploy. or 
the employ of any firm, company, or corporation 
because of their connection with such lawful la- 
bor organization shall be guilty of ia misde- 
meanor. 


The penalty in case of conviction is a fine 
of not over $100, or imprisonment for not 
over six months, or both. 

There will not be many presecutions under 
this law for the reason that most employers 
have not the least prejudice against lawful 
labor organizations and hire men belonging 
to them without the slightest objection. Nor 
| when they dismiss men is it ‘because they be- 
long to labor organizations, but because they 
are not worth the money which is paid them. 
There are, however, a few corporations in this 
State which, having had contests with “ or- 
ganized labor,”’ have made it a condition of 
employment that there shall be no connection 
| with any union. This'was, and perhaps still 
is, the rule with the North Side’ Street rail 
|way, whose employés at one time were forbid- 
iden to organize, though anxious to do so. 
|. The law was desigited apparently to reach a 
few special cases where the employer will not 
\let the employés organize by threats of dis- 
missal if they try todo so. What efféct the 
law will have in those particular cases re- 
mains to-be seen. Probably the labor people

was an unhealthy place. Even those living 
south of it wanted to get away as soon as hot 
weather and the malarial fevers came. The 
latter prevailed there till the war.’ Since then 
the city has been drained, its sanitary condi- 
tion is excellent, and it has become a pleasant 
and healthy town. 

It is true that the heat is greater during mid- 
summer than in more northern cities, except 
New York. Yet cases of sunstroke are ex- 
ceedingly rare. Where heat is continuous 
people learn to expect and to adapt themselves 
to it. Clerksin the departments, many of 
them born and reared in Northern States, do 
not find the Washington summer intolerable. 
There is no reason why Northern Congress- 
men should. There is no reason why Mr. 
Cleveland should. He might not be as com- 
fortable at the White House or his country 
cottage as at the seashore; but he used to say 
that a man was not elected President to be 
comfortable, but to do his duty—‘*a public 
office is a public trust,’’ and not a summer va- 
eation. The President ought to be willing to 
sweat a little in the cause of the “Republic, 
and to let Congressmen do so also. The Re-

Saterday, July 1, is the anniversary of. the 
creation of the Dominion of Canada out of 
provinces united previously only by the fact 
that they owed a common allegiance to En- 
gland. That day has been selected by the 
Canadians as the one when they will glorify 
themselves and their native land at Jackson 
Park. It is claimed that there are.in Chicago 
over 80,000 persons who were born in Can- 
ada, but many of whom are now among the 
best citizens of the United States. That 
being the case, the Dominion Commissioner 
can have no difficulty in making a grand suc- 
cess of his day. 

It is urderstood that several of the leading 
statesmen of the dominion will be here to 
make orations. Though Canada and the 
United States lie side by side and are closely 
united by commercial ties, little is known in 
this country of the prominent men of Canada 
except by name, and a natural curiosity to see 
and hear them ought to send a great many 
native-born citizens of Chicago to the Fair 
next Saturday. And if that is not sufficient to 
attract Chicagoans, they may, remembering 
that Illinois was for a short time prior to the 
revolution a part of Canada, feel it a duty to 
acknowledge the old connection by attending 
the celebration given by their Canadian 
brethren. There ought to be as large an at-

TWENTY-ONE years ago Senator Palmer was 
denouncing President Grant because he went 
to the seaside during the hot season, deserting 
his post and leaving the government to run 
itself; as the Senator put it. No urgent sub- 
ject, however, demanded the President’s at- 
tention at that time. President Cleveland has 
stated that he is going to the seaside on t 
ist of July, and it is expécted that he will stay 
there fora month at least.

A numBeEr of italian merchants of this 


city have asked the President of the United 
States to have the silver situation, discussed at 
the next Cabinet meeting. In doing so they

hot special.” 

Where is the Sancanatiees of the agony of the old 
brindle steer who headed the herd as he struck 
the Pink Marshes and commenced to feel the 
ground giving way under his feet, until he finally 
threw his tail into the gloaming and disappeared? 
—leaving naught discernible—not even the hole 
which he made, for the quicksands cover their 
prey and leave notrace. No mention of the ter- 
rible despair Of the mother kine on seeing her 
young perishing right under her nose, or the 
dread chorus of bellows from others of the herd 
as they all went down in one black, boggy burial 
blent. 

Missing is the story of how the drowsy tinkling, 
which erstwhile had lulled the distant folds over 
and beyant Winamac, took on a dull thud as it 
sank.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


No better example of the losses to which 
fire-insurance companies are pow subject can be 
found than in the experience of the larger com- 
panies doing business in the United States. Fig- 
ures showing the business of the so-called mil!- 
ionaire companies have been compiled by the 
Spectator and show the aggrogate losses of fifty- 
four insurance companies, thirteen of which are 
New York, twenty-two of other States. and nine- 
teen foreign, for a period of ten years. 1883 to 
1893, to be $5,122,578. This sum is found by 
deducting from the total premiums received 


the losses and expenses in¢ident to the under-. 


This, however, is only a part 
of the whole truth about! the business. The 
unfortunate conditions of modern insurance 
are perhaps still more forcibly shown in the 
fact that 304 companies of all kinds, stock 
and mutual, have been swept out of existence in 
the last decade. Manager Chard of the Fire- 
man’s Fund, an underwriter who perhaps as well 
as any one comprehends the full significance of 
the situation, says that the facts above stated 
effectually negative the claim so often made 
that insurance rates are too high or that they are 
high enough. To show the enormous increase in 
the country’s fire waste the followimg table of 
the losses for the first five months of last 
three years are given:

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POROTBLE STATEMENT OF THESITUA- 


Failure to Realize What Was Expected 
Demonstrates the Necessity for Special 
Excursion Rates to the World’s Fair=— 
Its Business Not Likely to Increase Ma- 
terially During the Fair Unless Some 
Concession Is Made to the Popular De- 
mand for Lower Rates=Railway Affairs. 


The roads in the Western passenger trust 
which have thus far prevented the establish- 
ment of fair and reasonable rates for the 
Wiorld’s Fair have used the argument that a 
reduction in rates would be a wanton destruc- 
tion of revenue, as their trains were running 
at\ their full capacity and that they had no 

to spare for cheap excursion business. 
While a few of the roads which have made no 
provisions for the increased World’s Fair 
t may have in use all their equipment the 
fact remains that a majority of the roads are 
d a comparatively light business and 
have any amount of passenger coaches stand- 
ing idle in their yards for which they can find 
na use, The refusal to allow those roads to 
run icheap excursions is a more 
tyfannical exercise of power by an unlawful 
railroad trust than any ever before exercised 
by! trades unions in preventing men who de- 
sire to dé so from working when a strike has 
been ordered. The Santa Fé is one of the 
roéds which has clamored for some time past 
fon authority to make cheap excursion rates, 
but is prevented from domg so by the West- 
erm pagsenger trust. Yesterday this company 
submitted the following communication to 
thd various Western roads, which will give the 
advocates of high rates -plenty of food fer re- 
flection and show that the arguments hereto- 
fore advanced by Tue Tripune in favor of a 
reduction of World’s Fair rates were based on 
good foundation: 


Notwithstanding the temporary a ment 
which was made a few weeks ago, we believe that 


-the condition of World’s Fair traffic and the. fail- 


ure to realize what we expected in both gross and 
net passenger revenue has demonstrated to all 
traffic officials the necessity for special excursion 
rates to'Chicago at a dat® much earlier than 
Aug. 1. |Our experience is that our regular trains 
with some extra equipment are sufficient to com- 
fortably handle all of the business now offering. 
We huve not found it necessary torun extra sec-’ 
tions of jour regular trains except oh two or three 
days sipee May 1,- when special organized 
parties were moving over our line. 

After a careful canvass of the sitmation, partic- 
ularly west of ‘tthe Missouri River, we find no 
ground for the belief that our present business 
will materially increase during the World's Fair 
period unless some concession is' made to the 
popular demand for lower rates, 

We believe that our present rates are low 
enough for passengers who desire prefer ac- 
commedations. We believe they should not be 
lower on our regular trains, provided that excur- 


i sion trains without sleeping car accommodations 


are run on special dates and lower tates are made 
for those special dates. We do not share the 
opinion that if cheap excursions aré run on all 
special trains and dates with, say. a ten-day 
limit, that our present World’s Fair traffic will 
suffer any material reduction, because it is our 
observation that the present traffic is largely cre- 
ated by people who would not be eqntent to take 


‘the morg democratic. excursion trains without 


sleepingicars ordining cars and with short limit 
for the return. 

Many people along our lines who had intended 
visiting the World's Fairin the expectation that 
rates as low as we have customarily made in the 
past would be made for this great event have 
abandoned their intention, in whole or in part, be- 
cause our rates are higher than they expected. 
Many parties have been disbanded for this rea- 
son. any members of families are being left at 
home for this reason. A spirit. of resentment is 
being erdated in the minds of the Western people 
against the railroads which, if allowed to grow, 
can only|work to the embarrassment of the rail- 
roads. This feeling can be prevented or dissi- 
pated by| recognizing the popular demand for 
cheaprexcursions. 

Since the W orid’s Fair rates were agreed upon 
the finanrial conditions in the West have made 
people more conservative in their expenditures 
and this, added to the previous condition of high 
rates, has tended to keep people at home. So far 
as we aré concerned we place our position, not 
on sentishent, but on purely business grounds. 
We wantito earn the most money possible, and so 
long as We have from 80 to 100 idle coaches 
every day on the one hand, and crowds of people 
willing to pay us as high excursion rates as we 
usually get on the other hand, we kuow that we 
are losing money by allowing those coaches te 
remain idle. It may be differentwith your cem- 
pany—conditions vary materially. Wenot only 
want td earn more money, but we want 
to forestall any large popular move- 
ment to| reduce regular railroad passenger 
tariffs. We want to forestall this because the 
time is net here for reducing regular rates, and 
because\it is wise to be in accord with public 
sentiment whenever itis possible. Our regular 
passenger trains are run at a high rate of expense 
and we cannot maintain thé present degree of 
efficiency \if our revenue is interfered with, but if 
we, on such occasions as the World's Fair, say to 
the people that we will not meet their expecta- 
tions in popular rates there is some ground for 
the popular idea that if we do not voluntarily 
recognize, their expectations they will re- 
sort to jother means to secure what they 
ask, and when we refiect’ that their ex- 
pectations are based on what railroads have 
voluntarily done in the past this argument 
has much! weight. It is useless to argue that it 
is not fair nor reasonable; they point to the past 
as a reasonable basis for the future. Recogniz- 
ing all of these facts and conditions, we beg to 
urge upon you the necessity for immediate action 
toward the end desired. We urge the desirabili- 
ty of havihg a meeting not later than June 29 in 
Chicago to formulate the most feasible plan for 
meeting the popular demand -and earning more 
money for our companies. These excursions 
should begin immediately and run through the 
balance of the season if they are found to be suc- 
cessful, 


FOR A ROAD TO THE GULF, 


Convention Meets in Lincoln, Neb., Today 
to Devise a Plan for It. 

Lancotx, Neb., June 27.—[Special.]—The 
Inter-State Railroad convention meets in this 
city tomorrow at 2 o’clock, and already quite 
a number\of the delegates are present. The 
following States will be represented: 

lowa, North Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, innesota, Oklahoma, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, anil Texas. 

The convention was called to meet in this 
city in response toa joint resolution passed 
by the late session of the Nebraska Legis- 
lature, which recited the fact that Congress 
had appropriated $6,000,000 to make a deep 
water harbor on the Guif of Mexico, the con- 
struction of which would be of little value to the 
great interior basin without a north and south 
railroad reaching from the harbor into this 
country, and that a road from the north of 
Dakota tothe fulf could be buiit for $26,- 
700,000, nod that a tax of five cents per acre 
on the land of the ten great States lying in the 
interior basin would construct the road and 
leave a sutplus of $5,000,000, and that the 
exports of| wheat, cattle, keef products, meat 
products, and breadstuffs of all kinds amount 
in round numbers to $375,000,000 annually, 
on wifich there would be a direct saving in 
transportation equal to 20 per cent, amount- 
ing to $94,000,000 annually, or sufficient to 
pay the cost of the road three and one-half 
times. Arhong the notables who are expected 
to attend the convention are Gov. Lewelling, 
Senator Peffer, and Jerry Simpson, of Kansas. 


FAIR RATES NOT YET REDUCED. 


Action Pe@stponed to Afford Chance for 
Settling the Northwestern War. 

The anticipated reduction in World’s Fair 
rates by the Western roads failed to material- 
ize yesterday. The efforts of the few roads 
who are determined to keep up the existing 
high rates and prevent any of the lines from 
taking independent action were succéssful in 
securing another delay. It is now quite cer- 
tain that unless some one of the roads finds 
courage enough to cut loose from the tyranni- 
eal combination or trust and makes the de- 
sired reductions in rates, thereby forcing the 
others to come off the high perch on which 
they are now roosting, the people of the West 
will have to forego the pleasure of seeing the 
grandest Exposition in the history of the 
world. More than one-half of the roads 
not only! stamd ready but are anx- 
ious to | make reduced rates, 
they lack the moral courage to break 
the fetters|that bind them to the tyrannical 
trust. If times were flush many of them 
would have taken independent action be- 
fore now, but as it is they fear that the 
powerful Epstern syndicates, who control a 
majority of the stock of the Western roads. 
would withhold ali financial aid from them in 
case they should need it. 

When the meeting of General Managers 
and General Passenger Agents had been 
called to order yesterday morning a delega- 
tion of the managers of State exhibits at the 
World’s Fair po in an appearance and re- 
quested that cheap excursion rates be made 
from all Western points to give the masses a

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 27.—A plan is under ad 
visement by which the St. Louis Bridge, Tunnel, 
and Union Depot properties, commonly known as 
the Gould bridge and connections, and the 
Merchants’ Bridge and Terminal properties shall 
be operated jointly. In railway circles. the 
opinion is generally expressed that, as the freight 
trains for business are now being conducted on 
the basis of agreed terms, the convenience of 
the shippers and consignees would be better 
and more promptly served by joint operation of 
the bridges. In the development of the beit 
line system on this side of the river vastly im- 
proved facilities would be afforded by joint 
operation of the terminal properties, one 
belt would serve the purpose of two for which 
franchises have been granted. In relation to 
pessonger traffic the operation of the Merchants’ 
ridge elevated inlet to and from the union 
depot in lieu of the tunnel route would be an 
advantage to the traveling public, and if the 
scheme is carried out no more passenger trains 
will pass through the tunnel, arid the daylight 
route would be adopted for all passenger traffic. 


Philadelphia and Reading Affairs. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 27.—President Joseph 
S. Harris of the Philadelphia and Reading rail- 
-road and Coal and Iron companies testified be- 
fore George L. Crawford, master in thg Reading 
receivership, at a hearing on the appligation for 
receivers’ certificates. Mr. Harris estimated that 
the earnings have not been sufficient to pay the 
interest on the general mortgage bonds due July 
1, but estimates that the running expenses and 
interest down to and including that of the general 
mortgage fer the six months beginning July 1 
next would be earned. Mr. Harris said that the 
value of the coaland coal accounts aggregates 
$10,000,000, all of which is pledged for $3,500,- 
000. The company produces, he continued, 15,- 
000,000 tons of coal annually and keeps 1,250,- 
000 tons in stock. President Harris says that the 
certificates were wanted to pay for materials and 
supplies contracted for by the receivers, taxes, 
and other claims, which have prior lien on the

An Octogenarian Recounts the Accidents 
That Have Befallen Him, 

Wilmington News: Eleazer Chace is now 
over 80’ years of age. He is a man most 
highly respected by all who know him. His 
has been a life of accidents: Some of his ex- 
periences are as follows: 

‘I was sliding on the crust when a boy and 
slid over a fence, running a stake into me 
and making a bad wound. Once, when my 
mother was making soap, I saw a dipper 
of what I tHought was water and drank 
three swallows. It proved to be strong lye. 
My mother melted some tallow apd gave it to 
me, and the doctors said that was all that 
saved my life. Four times I came near get- 
ting drowned, twice breaking through the ice« 
into the river, once falling from a raft into 
the mill pond, and once I fell out of a-boat into 
ariver. I was nearly killed twice by being 
thrown from horses, fell from a loaded team to 
the frozen ground and was picked up for 
dead, and fell out of a wagonand had a leg 
caught between the spokes of one of the 
wheels. Once I was driving a covered wagon 
when the stanchion bolt came out, letting the 
body down. The rein hook caught me in the 
forehead, tearing a gash, and 
when I fell out I 
on the axle. Twice I fell out 
feet from a stagmg, once fell 
a trap in a carriage-house on a pile of boards 
below and started a rib. I stepped on a 
scythe and cut my foot badly, and a cake 
of ice fell on my foot and burst open one 
of my toes, cut my ankle badly with an 
ax, broke a needle in my heel, which 
was not removed for two months, and 
stepped on a tenpenny nail and drove 
it into my foot, making a bad wound, 
from which pieces of the shoe and stocking 
were removed, and which had to be cut open 
and the bone scraped. I hada windlass rope 
break when trussing up a barrel, and it 
broke out ‘two of my teeth. I have been 
blown up once when blasting stone and 
badly burned three times. My hand was 
caught in the feed roll of a_ picker. 
I was badly hurt once with a circular saw and 
again with a buzz planer; fell on an eighteen- 
inch belt when it was running, and on top of. 
a four-foot gear when that was running; ' 
twice have fallen down-stairs in the mill, the 
first time hurting my back badly, the second 
time starting three of my ribs. In the winter 
of 1891-92 fell over a scale and broke two
